Poor Law Board, like every other department which is the 
cxeation of modern law, and cannot fall back on those vague 
powers which some of the departments derive from the prero- 
gative, from ancieat precedent or from forgotten statutes, is 
nearly powerless to quit its groove, or indeed to initiate any 


“overlapping ” the Guardians in their efforts, till the poor, 
finding themselves as it were hunted by almsgivers, become 
permanently demoralised, and benevolent clergymen are com- 
pelled to write to the Times begging the wealthy not to give 
so much, 
right, and to scold the clergy who visit them for meanness if 
they do not give them money. Mr Goschen’s suggestion for 
the reform of the evil is, like most of his suggestions, clear, 
practical, and moderate. He wishes that the Poor Law Board 
and the Charities should divide the work by consent, and offers 
frankly to waive official etiquette in doing his part. 
Charities, he says, should leave to the Guardians the work 
imposed on them by law,—that of maintaining the destitute ; 


The poor, they say, come to regard relief as a

and if they aid them at all, should do it by the addition of 
a few comforts such as bedding or clothing, and not by any 
grants of money. Their proper business is not to relieve 
paupers, but to save the poor from becoming paupers by what 
may be called reproductive assistance—small loans, the pur- 
chase of tools, the payment of travelling expenses in search 
of work, the payment of rent, and we should be inclined to 
add, though Mr Goschen does not mention it, the mainte- 
nance of pawn shops intended not to make money but to 
assist the poor without absolute loss, On the other hand 
the Guardians, while giving full and adequate relief to the 
destitute—relief whichisonly their legal right—may materially 
assist the Charities by recognising them, and furnishing them 
with lists of the poor relieved out of ioors, accompanied by 
all details as to amount,—the Charities in return giving their 
lists, aid all the bodies working together to see that no one 
is neglected, and no one buried under a heap of miscellaneous 
charities accidentally piled upon him. 


This is clearly a wise and moderate suggestion for reform ; 
The 


change even in the regular course of business, It has no 


authority, for instance, to open a registry office in which the 
names of ail applicants for relief, either to the Board or to 
charities, might be entered, or to compel parishes to open such 
offices, or to authorise special grants in periods of unusual de- 
pression, say for tools, or even +o insist that the guardians 
shall help the charities as far as they can. All that Mr Goschen 
can do is to recommend, and trust that in some few parishes 
his recommendation may be attended to, which, as attention 


involves expenditure of time and money, and is nobody’s 


especial business, it very likely will not be. That is rather an 
absurd position for a great department whose chief is directly 


responsible to Parliament, and we cannot but think that the 
very first reform needed in the Poor Law is to adopt one 
precedent from the Committee of Education, and allow the 
Board to issue bye-laws, which shall be laid on the table of the 
House for six weeks, or if needful published in the Crazette, 
and shall then, if not rejected by Parliament, be valid. That 
system works excellently in the departments nominally 
under the control of the Privy Council, and we see no reason 
why it should not be extended to all. The responsibility 
of a Cabinet Minister is now very direct and serious, and 
there can be no reason to fear that any illegal or over- 
severe order would escape the attention of the House of Oom- 
mons. Until some change of this kind is. introduced, and 


¢ 
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paid chairmen appointed to the London Boards, with power 
of appeal to the rate-payers,—as we recommended: some 
months since,—the Central Board is compelled to rely entirely. 
on the good sense and good feeling of the guardians,—not a 
bad reliance in most places where every man is known and 
public opinion works strongly, but nearly useless in a city like 
London, where the masses are too vast for opinion to be 
effective, where the guardians are often elected by a small 
coterie, and where the rates press so very heavily upon very 
poor persons. Under the system we have suggested, Mr 
Goschen, having perceived . the necessity for co-operation be- 
tween the Board and the Charities, would write just such a 
minute as he has written, minus the apologetic clauses, would 
submit it to the House of Commons, and if there were no 
opposition would forward it to the parishes, where the guar- 
dians would act on it as part of the ordinary law. At present 
he can merely advise, and the Board and the parishes are too 
often in conflict for the advice to have always that authority 
which, considering that it is till rejected the advice of the 
House of Commons, it ought to possess. 

We desire in connection with this subject to remark how 
very strongly the events of the past few weeks have borne out 
our theory that our constitutional system of parochial govern- 
ment will not work unless it is made complete, unless the 
power of dissolution is confided to the head of the Execu- 
tive. The Poor Law Board and the guardians of St 


Pancras have been quarrelling for some weeks, and all

is so convinced that Mr Goschen is in the 
right, that a cry bas been raised for the suppression’ or 
supersession of the Board of Guardians. Surely it would 
be more just, as well as more in accordance with the re- 
mainder of our polity, to ascertain by a penal dissolution 
whether the ratepayers approved of the preceedings of their 
|mominees. Thus specially appealed to out of the regular 
course, and for reasons to be stated in a minute published in 
| the parish, it is surely at least possible that the ratepayers 
would support the Parliamentary officer, and thus enable him 
_ to correct all the evils complained of in perfect harmony with 
| the ratepayers, instead of in defiance of them. We do not 
| know that an electoral system is suited to the present circum- 
| stances of London at all, but if it is to be continued some 
device must be found for appealing to the ratepayers to ex- 
| press their real wishes. Who would trust a House of Commons

THE ROMAN CATHOLICS AND THE FENIANS. 
| Anz the Roman Catholic hierarchy in Ireland so busy with 
| the Gcumenical Council that they cannot afford to look after 
their own plainest and highest interests ? We can well under- 
| stand why a priesthood recruited from the Irish peasantry, 
| and paid by the Irish peasantry, should be likely to reflect 
; more or less the political views of the people from whom they 
spring, and on whom they depend. But if the Roman Church 
| allows that sort of tendency: to go too far without putting 
}upon it a firm and resolute check, they will get rewarded 
| before many generations are: over’ by a great apostacy from 
among the priesthood itself,—an apostacy due to political 
causes, and especially to the spread of abstract Republicanism 
| which must always in the end prove disastrous to sacerdotal 
authority. Never was a greater mistake committed by any 
hierarchy than the adoption of the policy of masterly inaction 
at the present time by the Roman hierarchy in Ireland. They 
| have everything to lose by the success of Fenianism,—if 
success were even conceivable,—and absolutely nothing to win. 
They have just received at the hands of the Ministry of the 
day the greatest act of justice which was ever con- 
ceded bya Protestant Government to a Roman Catholic people, 
| and they know thet the whole policy of that Government is to 
‘| promote the true prosperity of the people, by which no one 
will profit more than the hierarchy. And yet instead of 
making common cause with the endangered principle of 
‘political authority,—instead of making common cause with 
the authors of this great act of justice to Ireland,—the Irish 
hierarchy look on: languidly, of: course taking care to con- 
demn‘Fenidnism formally in their: charges, while the most 
popular of*the'priests incite to rebellion, as Father O'Dwyer 
did at Limerick some weeks ago, or even give a sort of comic 
sanction to assassination, as’ Fatber Ryan did on the Tipperary 
hustings last Monday. It is true that a dignitary here and 
there, like Biskiop Moriarty and’ Dean Mawe, have, greatly to 


their credit, taken-a more-active and zealous part in severely: 
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condemning, and publicly expressing abhorrence of

We know not what Catholic Bishops may think of th 
morality of such language, when accompanied, as this was, by 
some expression of devotion to the Pope; but we, for ou 
parts, believe the man who used it to be virtually guilty of 
the sort of agrarian murder which his language glosses over 
with so brutal a humour,—far more guilty than manpl 
those who actually commit these murders. But weafé not 
now speaking of the morality of such conduct'as Father Ryan's, 
We say that the policy of a hierarchy which permite tha 
sort of thing to be said without the severest public censure, 
and indeed without public retractation and penancemif 
penance be the customary remedy,—is to the last degre 
blind and witless. For this at least is certain, that the infu 
ence which is every day sapping the power of the priesthood 
in Ireland is not Protestantism,—which has been its strongest 
support,—but the spirit of Republican propagandism, which, if 
it begins with assailing spiritual authority in matters:of reli 
gion, always and inevitably goes on to assail political authority 
of the same kind lodged in a monarch or aristocracy, and if 
it begins by assailing the political authority, always-and 
inevitably goes on to assail spiritual authority. With 
the Protestant nations, the revolt against authority 
in Church matters and spread to politics. With 
nations that are still Catholic it seems likely to 
in political affairs and spread to the Church, 
that it will spread, that the principles of _ political

They 
will urge, very justly, that if the divine law is utterly opposed

distinction between a landlord whose orders seem unjust to 
the tenant, and a confessor or bishop whose injunctions seem 
unjust to the penitent? Tried by the test of reason, there 
will be even a good deal more difficulty in showing cause for 
an absolute priesthood than for an absolute landlord. The 
habit of rebellion, of defying authority, is not easily unlearned, 
and certainly it will not have less plausible grounds to plead 
egainst a Roman Catholic priesthood than against an evicting 

| landlord class. The former are even more arbitrary in their 
| habit of “evicting” the intellect from certain subjects of 
tion than are the latter in evicting the tenant from 

his land. The latter grievance as affecting the body may be 
felt first, but the former will in its own time be felt as 
surely, if not as grievously, and it will seem more capri- 
cious. That a priesthood which excuses and makes a joke 
of crime, and deliberately condones conspiracy, can make 
any effectual stand in favour of sacerdotal authority 
when the moment arrives for challenging that, seems to 
us the wildest of chimeras, The true policy of the Roman 
Obureh obviously is to make a stand for its principles—the 
principles of the Syllabus—from the very beginning,—to 
teach the parish priests early in the day that they will not be 
allowed ‘to catch and spread the infection of the abstract 
Republican and revolutionary ideas, without being at once 
punished by their ecclesiastical superiors. So and so only 
they may hope to keep the priesthood in an attitude hostile to 
Fenianism, and at least spare the Catholic Church the humi- 
liation of seeing how far more powerful is the spiritual influ- 
ence, of an ignorant people’s unruly and lawless enthusiasm 
than even the supernatural grace imparted, as they count, to 
sach a hierarchy as theirs, and used to the utmost by the 
most ably organised body in the world. If the priesthood 
can be saved from the contamination of the new ideas, the 
women of Ireland, and many of the men, will be saved from 
it for a considerable season, and the Church will at least keep 
her authority as long as the authority itself in spiritual mat- 
ters will last. But once let the priesthood become, like some 
of the priests we have lately heard, themselves victims to 
the levelling ideas, and we are much more likely to see, as 
we have said before, a great apostacy from the priesthood 
than any additional gain of power to the Church. Conceive 
for moment the, we admit impossible, notion of the triumph 
of Fenianism. How long would the Roman Church survive 
the proclamation of an Irish Republic? Just as long as the 
dominion of the priesthood could, as it were, hide itself, could

ti. In one word, Roman Catholicism is essentially a Oonserva- 
tive, a very Conservative, even reactionary creed. The judg- 
ments of the Syllabus, which it is said that the Council is 
goingto declare dogmatically true, alone prove this. Catholicism 
may for a time in Protestant lands be allied with Liberalism, 
for only Liberals will even endeavour to treat Roman Catholics 
without regard to the arrogant pretensions which Roman Oatho- 
lice make. But eventually and finally Roman Catholicism must 
always be a highly Conservative creed. {f the Romanists of 
Ireland encourage the spread of Republican and revolutionary 
they encourage the spread of ideas which are as certain 

to subvert their own power as water is certain to extinguish 
fire, But the policy of the hierarchy in not supporting with 

; all their might the authority of the Irish Government, and

FRENCH REASONS IN FAVOUR OF THE 
OOMMEROCIAL TREATIES. 

Tue French Government has just appointed a commission to 
inquire into the complaints regarding the Oommercial Treaties. 
Substantially it will be an inquiry into the first and most im- 
portant Treaty—that with England—which now approaches 
the term after which a year’s notice may terminate it. The 
object and intent of such an inquiry cannot but concern us 
good deal. An alteration of the provisions’ of the Treaty is 
not likely tocome from our side, and if there is danger at all it 
is on the side of France.. It is rather disappointing that the 
policy of late years, though it has certainly benefited France, 
has yet not been so successful as to stifle Protectionist com- 
plaints—to put the Protectionists as completely out of court 
as they are in this country. But the circumstances have 
been unusual, and as the French Minister of Commerce re- 
marks, it would, perhaps, have been astonishing had so great 
a change not occasioned a good deal of complaint and criti- 
cism. It is in reality a great gain that only an inquiry is 
ordered—that the experiment has so far succseded as not to 
be reversed, except with great difficulty. The important 
question now is how such an inquiry is likely to turn out 
from the French point of view. 

It is apparent that the Treaty has rooted itself very firmly. 
The agitation in favour of it in the Southern towns and dis- 
tricts of France—at Bordeaux and Lyons and Marseilles—to 
which our Paris correspondent has drawn attention, may be 
placed in the balance against the Northern agitation on the 
other side. In stating the reasons which are likely to weigh 
with Frenchmen in favour of the Treaty, we are repeating for 
the most part arguments which are actually used. 

1. One of the most important reasons which lies on the sur- 
face is the great increase of French trade since the Treaty. 
The imports and exports, taking the figures from the French 
returns—

The imports have increased nearly a half, and the exports 
nearly a fourth. Now this is one of the facts which produce 
impressions in such matters. It is somewhat illogical, but 
people are very apt to take a great economical measure in the 
rough—approve of it if business has increased, and disapprove 
in the opposite case. It will be less easy to convince 
them that the new commercial policy is bad, when there is the 
usual statistical sign of the country thriving under it. 

The figures no doubt do not look so well to the French 
mind, which has still a Protectionist twist, because the imports 
have increased most rapidly. They have not yet acquired the 
free-trade conviction that the imports are the principal matter. 
They say too that the exports of French produce increased 
more rapidly before the Treaty than they have done since. 
But the fact of a great increase at all is the most important. 
It is not possible to argue that the Treaties are ruining French 
trade. The French besides have still the consolation—looking at 
the subject with the Protectionist twist—that the exports of 
French manufactures are far in excess of their imports of 
manufactures. In 1867—

This, in the language of manufacturers, would be called a dif- 
ference of 52,000,000/ in favour of the industry of France—a 
most erroneous form of speech ; still the facts furnish a good 
argument ad hominem to those who are crying for protection. 
The manufacturers are asked if they are not unreasonable 
in demanding protection when France exports seven times more 
manufactures than it imports. We are glad to see however 
that M, Lalande, who uses this argument most effectively in 
an able paper read to the Free Trade Association at Bordeaux, 
expresses dissatisfaction with the theory implied in the Pro- 
tectionist argument, and suggests that it might be better if 
France imported more. 

2. A second reason in favour of the Treaty is the magni- 
tude of the trade with England. England has for many 
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years been the largest dealer with France ; but never so much 
as now, when France takes from us a sixth of her imports, 
and sends us about a third of her exports. And this trade, 
especially the exports, has increased enormously since the 
Treaty. M. Lalande states the average trade in the two years 
before the Treaty, and the last two years for which French 
figures are given :—

Thus there is atotal increase of 28,680,000/ tothe trade between 
England and France. And what is satisfactory to Frenchmen, 
in this mode of arguing the matter, is the fact that the exports 
have increased most. It may be assumed that the position of 
England, as the largest customer of France both in buying 
and selling, will weigh as a popular reason against the Protec- 
tionist plan of reprisals. We doubt if in a country full of 
Protectionist feeling the fact would have much weight against 
proofs that great iadustries were succumbing under English 
competition ; but it will cause any alleged proofs of that 
sort to be more severely criticised. 

Tn this point of view it must again weigh with Frenchmen 
that England’s import of French manufactures is much larger 
than its export of manufactures to France. We need not 
repeat the details on this point, which were brought into pro- 
minence some months since through the unfortunate blunder- 
ing in a report to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce as to | 
the difference “in favour of the industry of France.” We may 
only mention M. Lalande’s figures, that the average export to 
England of eight principal manufactures in 1866-67 was 
18,800,000/, while the average import was only 4,320,000/. 
The French Protectionist is certainly in a difficulty in complain- | 
ing of the general trade with England on account of its effect on 
the manufacturing interests of his own country. No doubt it 
is true that the actual imports do not necessarily measure the 
effect of competition upon trade; but the bulk of the imports 
is still of consequence in this way, that if they are small they 
cannot displace the home trade, though they may make it 
less profitable. The protected manufacturer does not dare to 
cry out merely for more profits or less hard work, and says that 
competition is fatal to him; but the smallness of the com- 
— in quantity shows that the former is his real 
object. 


8. A third reason which may be expected to weigh is the local 
and partial character of the alleged losses to French industry 
through the working of the Treaty—contrasted with the 
general gain of the whole country as well as of particular in- 
dustries. The Minister in his report proposes to limit the 
inquiry to the complaints of four or five trades, all the rest 
of France being considered satisfied; and we may see what 
this means. The trades specified are—metallurgy and the sub- 
sidiary trades; the cotton, linen, and mixed woollen manufac- | 
tures ; and chemical products derived from salt. Certainly 
the people employed in these trades are not the French | 
nation. M. Wolowski, in a recent book* which contains much | 
valuable information on this subject, gives, among other facts, 
some notices of the numbers employed in the various French 
trades. We find that altogether, exclusive of agriculture, 
there is an industrial population of 4,715,805, of which those 
connected with the above trades are :—

or about a sixth part of the industrial population, exclusive of 
agriculture. When it is considered that agriculture engages 
half the French people, it is evident that the Treaty is only 
alleged to have injured a fraction pf the nation. 
As the assertion of injury is besides only partial, 
even as regards the trades affected, the complaints 
become very attenuated indeed. At best they can 
be but a comparatively small matter to set against the im-

The} 
best hope however is in the strength of French industry, 
which does not need protection, and the insignificance of the 
population which complains of competition. Protection to be 
worth anything at all can of course only be given to some at 
the expense of others, but to be obtained a large class with 
strong political power must have their self-interest enlisted in 
itsfavour. It is not given exclusively to one or two out of many} 
trades. And in France the self-interest of the manufacturi 


class as a rule is not arrayed against the policy, while the 
masses of the community gain by it. 


BUSINESS NOTES. 

The decision of Vice-Chancellor James—in re the Family 
Endowment Society—one of the many companies amalgamated 
with the Albert—is a great blow at this vice of amalgamation, 
The decision is that in spite of the amalgamation the Ooms 
pany still subsists, and that General Pott, the holder of two 
deferred annuities which became payable in 1857 and 
1861, is entitled to a winding-up order in consequence 
of the payments having ceased in August last when the 
Albert fell into difficulties. The Vice-Chancellor holds that 
the express consent of the creditors is needed for the release 
of the debtor Oonapany from its liabilities, and that the cir 
cumstance of General Pott attending at the Albert office and 
giving a receipt for his annuity did not even imply |) 
assent. The Albert office was merely the office at which 
the amalgamated society was transacting its business 
Under such a judgment the iniquity of the amalga- 
mations may be largely redressed. Where the contracts were 
made with a company of solvent proprietors a good deal may 
be recovered. There will no doubt be a new class of sufferer 
—the members of the amalgamated companies, or their repré- 
sentatives, who may for years have had no suspicion of their 
liabilities, or any doubt that the supposed dissolution of their 
society was illegal. But the suffering in their case is nots0 
shocking as that of the policy-holders or annuitants. 
It was their business to see that the amalgamation and 


| dissolution were legally conducted, and that they were re 


from their debts, while if the creditors had been left to suffer 
no contract for an annuity would have been safe. The decision 
does not touch another point of interest—whether policy- 
holders who have been paying premiums to the Albert will 
be held to have given assent to the amalgamation. We pre- 
sume that where they have merely paid at the Albert 
Office, without any express agreement to relieve the Oom- 
pany with whom their contract was made, the principle of 
the present decision will apply; but in some cases we have 
noticed that other acts implying assent are alleged, and 
this point may yet cause some difficulties.

Lord Jutice Giffard on appeal—re the Blakely Ordnance 
Company, Limited, Creyke’s case—has decided that the for- 
feiture of shares still leaves the shareholder liable as a con 
tributor in the winding-up in ths “B list,” after the A list is 
exhausted, if the winding-up order has been made within a 
year of the forfeiture. The ruling of the Lord Justice is in 
effect that forfeiture only operates like a transfer—the forfeit- 
ing like the transferring shareholder continues liable if the 
existing members of the company are unable to satisfy its 
claims, and there are debis still due which were contracted 
before the forfeiture or transfer. ‘You must see whether 
“‘ there was any other person liable in respect of the share, 
“ and you must exhaust his liability first, and when that had | 
“‘ been done you were entitled to go against the past.member

If decrees will regenerate Spanish industry, the work may 
perhaps be done. In the midst of the present anarchy the 
Spanish: Government on the 19th October last found time to 
prepare a decree “‘ granting liberty and freedom to establish 
“ territorial banks, agricultural banks, and banks of issue and 
‘« discount, as well as companies of credit, and of mortgage | 
‘‘ loans, companies for contracting for public works, manufac- | 
“ turing companies, companies for establishing general deposit 
“ warehouses, mining companies, companies for the formation 
“ of capital and life annuities, and other associations, indus- 
“trial or commercial.” The strange thing about such a 
decree is that any law should have been necessary to prevent 
what is now authorised from being done; but by itself in the 
present state of Spain it can have little effect. Lacking the 
prime requisite of some sort of settled Government, the 
Spaniards need hardly trouble themselves about the nature 
of the industrial institutions by which they are to become 
prosperous. 


The rare issue of a Chancery litigation, where delay has 
actually benefited all parties, and, consequently, disposed 
them to a {compromise, deserves some notice. The case in 
question—Forbes v. Mackenzie—was this week before the 
Lord Chaneellor and Lord Justice Giffard, to obtain their 
sanction to the compromise agreed upon; and it is stated 
that, owing to the delay, the property about which the dis- 
pute arose, situated in Bombay, rose in value, from 20,000/ 
in 1862, when the dispute began, to 80,000/ in 1866, when 
the state of the litigation allowed of its being sold. Such 
had been the effect of the extraordinary rise in the value of 
land at Bombay during the period of inflation before 1866. 
Another peculiarity in the suit is the cause of the late 
delays. The appeal could not be heard before the Lord 
Chancellor, as it was against his own judgment as Vice Ohan- 
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} cellor; and the Lords Justices Selwyn, Rolt, and Giffard, had 
all been counsel in the cause. A peculiarity like this, how- 
ever, illustrates the practical necessity there is of having a 
stronger appellate Court. It is a most illogical and unreason- 
able arrangement to have appeals from a single judge to

A Moscow correspondent of the Manchester Examiner gives 

a resumé of facts as to the present condition of Russian rail- 
ways, which will be interesting after the large borrowings 
of Russia last year on railway account. Moscow has been 
completely isolated by a series of calamities to its railways. 
In May, just as the busy season was commencing, an important 
bridge was destroyed on the St Petersburg and Moscow rail- 
way, the chief railway artery of Russia; and following this 
| came depression of trade, a ‘comparatively worthless harvest 
“in the central provinces,” a flat fair at Novgorod—*“ the 
“ flattest for many years ;” and now a great bridge crossing 
the river Msta, about 90 miles from St Petersburg, has been 
burnt. The Moscow merchants bethought themselves of the 
=e and Orel line, which would have given 
them a round-about connection with St Petersburg; but there 
is an obstruction on this line too, and so the commercial 
blockade of Moscow is complete. The obstructions are 
stated to be very serious, but the traffic on the St Petersburg 
line is temporarily provided for to a certain extent by a ferry 
across the river in place of the destroyed bridge. The same corre- 

| spondent states that the line from Odessa to Kiev, which was 
said to be lately opened for traffic, is really incomplete. There 





are too few carriages for the passengers, the stations are dirty 
and little, and the telegraph is interrupted about once a 
month. “Anyone wishing either to travel or forward goods 
“ by it, under the delusion that it is already in working order, 
“ would find out his mistake, and buy his experience at a some- 
“what heavy cost.” This is certainly not a very flattering 
account of Russian railways, and indicates how much work 
has yet to be done before even lines which have long been 
reckoned as good as finished will contribute much to the 
development of the country’s resources.

What strikes one in these figures however is hardly the pro- 
gress but the smallness of the total amounts, notwithstanding 
the noise which the canals have made. . To double so small an 
amount as 168,000/ in eight years is not. a very brilliant 
record, and that is all that has been done, for we may leave 
the “estimate” of the present year, like most Indian estimates, 
out of account. According to the Calcutta correspondent of 
the Times, it is difficult to get the people of India, where canals 
have not been traditionally used, to take the water after we have 
brought it to their doors; in Orissa they “died rather than

illustration of the extreme poverty of the Indian people, and 
the extreme difficulty of carrying out our good intentions.

A sHORT time since a series of leading articles appeared in the 
Shipping and Mercantile Gazette giving an able analysis of the 
Merchant Shipping Bill which will come on for discussion ne 
the ensuing Parliamentary Session. These have been reprinte 
and are now obtainable in the form of the pamphlet 
before us. Our readers are aware that, since the last at- 
tempt in 1854 to codify and bring into one statute 
the vast mass of legislation which govern our mercantile marine, 
many additional Acts have been passed, and the necessity has 
again arisen for reviewing and improving the whole state of the 
law on the subject. The new measure, as prepared by Mr 
Farrer, of the Board of Trade, is one of the most voluminous 
that has ever found its way into Parliament; and Sir William 
Mitchell has shown great intimacy with the subject in present- 
ing its salient features and suggested alterations in the present 
form to the public. The difficulty of properly curtailing an Act 
which professes to deal with the whole law on so important 
a question, without sacrificing any essential points, is a task our 
readers will readily appreciate, but it appears to have been well 
done in the present instance.

The Government on Sunday last made known, by means of the 
publication of a report vo the Emperor from M. Le Roux, 
Minister of Commerce, what it proposes to do with respect to 
the agitation of the Protectionists. What it proposes is:— 
1, To submt to the examination of the Corps Legislatif the 
* general Customs’ tariff,”—that namely which applies to countries 
that have not special treaties of commerce. It is of little import- 
auce, and is, as the Minister says, ‘‘more nomioal than real.” 
2. ‘lo make two parts of the tariffs established by the treaties, 
| one comprising the duties against which no serious complaint is 
made, and the other those which concern the indastries that 
| complain. As to the first, the Minister says that a Bill shali be 
presented to the Corps Legislatif shortly after its re-assembliog ; 
and on the second he announces what the French call 
jan ‘inquest”—that is, a solemn inguiry, This inquiry 
is to be on “the industrial and commercial resulis of the 
treaty of 1860 (with Englaod),” and is to turn principally on the 
industries of iron, cotton, wool, mixed wool and cottons, and 
chemical products; also on the temporary admission of cotton 
fabrics to be printed. Its object will be, the Minister says, “ the 
free and sincere manifestation of the truth,’—a manifestation 
desirable for the reason that ‘though the economic reform 
[inaugurated by the said treaty] was useful and necessary, nv one 
pretends to present it as a measure in which, in spite of time and 
its lessons, changes are interdicted,” and that, “like all 
| Other things, tariffs can be improved.” The Minister finally de- 
termines that tbe inquiry shall be made by the Superior Council 
of Commerce, which 1s composed of eminent men oelonging to the 
Senate, the Corps Legislatif, the Council of State, and to Com- 
merce, and is attached permanently to his department; but he 
announces that it shall be streagthened by the addition of new 
members belonging to those bodies, to bauking, and to trade. 

Lu France, when the Governmeat de-ires to get rid of a trouble- 
some question, it orders a solemn inquiry on it. The inquiry is 
made to occupy months and months, and produces no result 
except the priating of some ponderous volumes which nobody 
reads.

It also announces that from the same 
date it will deliver drafts on Madrid in exchange for the coupon 
of the 3 per Cent. Interior debt, deduction being made of the tax 
of 5 per cent, imposed in 1867. 


The Spanish Government has promulgated a law which declares 
free ‘the establishment of land, agricultural, and discount banks ; 
of credit mortgage, public works, manufacturing, mining, and life 
annuity companies, and generally of all associations for industrial 
or commercial purposes.” But for such enterprises certain 
formalities set forth ia the law must be observed. It is hoped 
that this measure will tempt foreign capital into Spain. Already 
a project ison foot for starting a Credit Foncier Company, with 
a capital of 100,000,000f, It has been proposed by Swiss and 
Spanish capitalists.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade-have received, through the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, from Her Majesty's Minister at Buenos Ayres, a copy of the 
New Custom Hovse Law of the Argentine Confederation, which will 
come into operation on the Ist January, 1870, and will continue in 
force until the 31st December of the same year. 


The Right Honourable the Lords of the Oommittee of Privy Council 
for Trade have received, through the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, from Her Majesty's Ohargé d’Affaires at Madrid, a copy of a 
Decree issued by the Spanish Government, dated 19th October last, 
granting liberty and freedom to establish territorial banks, agricultural 
banks, and banks of issue and discount, as well as companies of credit, 
and of mortgage loans, companies for contracting for public works, 
manufacturing companies, companies for establishing general deposit 
warehouses, mining companies, companies for the formation of capital 
and life annuities, and other associations, industrial or commercial. 


The great deficiency in the means of locomotion in our large cities is 
beginning to attract considerable attention. The tramways which have 
been laid down in Liverpool have proved an undoubted success, and 
the plan there adopted entirely overcomes any objection on the score of 
interference with the ordinary traffic. By the adoption of a small groove 
for the flange of the wheel to run in, too narrow to admit the wheel of 
even a light carriage, in preference to the old plan of a rail raised above 
the surface of the street, the tram-plates allow of a passage across them 
of all kinds of traffic without any jolting, There are two extensive 
schemes now being matured for presentation to Parliament in the ensuing 
Session for the City of Glasgow, and doubtless before long similar schemes 
will be brought forward for other large towns. It is intended in Glasgow 
to lay tramways in all the o mnibus routes throughout the city. In 
accordance with the standing orders of Parliament, notices of the in- 
tion tc lay down these tramw“ys have been posted through the various 
streets through which they will pass, and the municipal authorities are 
favcurably disposed towards the measure.

In 1859, the Council of India were lending money at 2 per 
cent. on the Stock Exchange, and had suspended remittances to 
the East for the time.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 


The wheat trade at Mark lane to-day was much depressed, 
and, notwithstanding the recent heavy fall io values, millers 
showed no disposition to operate, in either English or foreign 
descriptions, beyond their immediate requirements. Monday’s 
prices were nominally maintained, but the tendency was towar:is 
increased ease. Barley was dull of sale, at the late reduction. 
Malt was inactive and rather cheaper, bu: no further change took 
place in oats, beans, or peas. A few small transactions were re- 
ported in flour, on rather lower terms. ‘This week’s imports of 
——— and colonial produce into London have amounted to 
33,260 quarters of wheat, 9,160 barley, 63,450 oats, 4,420 beane, 
3,270 peas, 2,690 maize, 1,510 sacks and 6,970 barrels of flour. 

At Wakefield, this morning, a further reduction of 1s to 2s per 
quarter took place in the price of wheat; but the trade in Liver- 
pool was characterised by a return of speculative purchases, and 
values were consequently firmer. 

The Liverpool cotton market has been very quiet during the 
pst week, and prices have receded about 3d per lb since last 
Friday. The total sales have been 65,820 bales, of which the 
trade have taken 50,940 bales ; speculators and exporters, 14,880 
bales. The imports for the week are 33,169 bales, the actual 
exports 14,100 bales, and to-day’s cock ic cotimatcd at 088,0£0 
bales.

Finest yellows, like Espérance and Labourdonnais, will no doubt 
soon become scarce, as many of the estates on the North end of 
the island will finish sugar making early next month. White 
crystals have been bought up at full prices for Bombay, and the 
native merchants are again on the market. 

Coff-e has changed hands to a fair extent, bat on barely former 
terms. Rice, however, has continued extremely dull of sale. 

We take the following from Mr Helmuth Schwar ze’s wool 
price current :—The colonial wool sales progress with good spirit, 
and as far as Australian wools are concerned the opening rates 
remain unchanged. A lot of superior Port Phillip fleece was put 
up the other day and met with fair competition, but the prices 
realised show no advance upon September rates. The present 
season of the year ia not, as a rule, favourable t> the sale of such 
wools, for though they are scarce the consumers are generally 
sufficiently stocked, and proportionately indifferent to additional 
purchases. As regards combing wools, ranging from 1s 7d 
to 2s, there are parcels here and there that sell at slightly im- 
proved prices; in the average, however, there is no rise. But as 
one descends in the seale, and comes to the medium and inferior 
descriptions, the advance becomes more strongly marked. 
the ordinary Australian kinds, and especially the faulty fleece and 
sccured wools, both from Port Phillip and Sydney, are about 1d 
dearer than in the preceding series. Of Cupes lurge quantities 
have been brought forward, holders evidently wishing to profit 
by the bri-k demand which this description attracted at the open- 
ing of the sales. But though the competition is still very spirited 
prices are hardly so firm, and purchases may be made on rather 
easier terms, especially in the seedy snow white sorts, of which 
the supply is large, and which may now be quoted $d to Jd lower 
than a week ago.

LONDON MARKETS. 
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STATE OF THE CORN TRADE DURING THE WEEK. 
Maze Lane. Fatpay Evence. 

The wheat trade has been characterised by great depression 
during the past week. The continued heavy arrivals at ports-of- 
call, and the large number of grain-laden vessels on passage, had 
naturally induced buyers to limit their operations to their respec- 
tive requirements, they preferring to await the influence which 
these extensive importations may be expected to have upon prices. 
Since harvest—that is from September 1—our receipts of wheat 
and flour have amounted to 3,417,500 quarters, a total 
altogether unanticipated. In addition to this is the fact that 
the quantity of grain afloat from, the United Kingdom is 
unusually large, there being no less than 405 vessels on psssage | 
to ports-of-cali and to direct ports, against 347 last year, and it | 
appears probable that lower prices must yet ensue. Nevertheless | 
it is with no little satisfaction that we observe that speculative | 
purchases are on the increase, though they are not as yet by any 
means extensive, which fact affords a presumption that the hope 
exists in some quarters of a reaction at some future time. This is 
not impossible ih the ease sf really good wheat, which, notwith- 
standing the heavy receipts and the accumulating stocks, is still 
scarce. There is no possibility of any upward movement in 
prices for the present, however, as the demands of 
consumption for some time to come are most amply pro- 
vided for, and no return of animation can be looked for until a 
large portion of the heavy stocks now on hand ean be worked off. 
The trade is now suffering from the excess of imports, but as these 
all arrive to a losing market, who have been doing so for some 
time past, we may expect than the quantity of produce “in 
sight” will now continue to diminish rather than increase. The 
flour trade has been very inanimate in sympathy with the wheat 
market ; and although both foreign and country marks have been 
offered at a decline of 1s to 23 per sack, scarcely any business has 
been concluded.
